P. M. And here 
I find y deg. of Libra aſcend, and 10 deg. of Cancer cul- 
minate. So! and Venus are in the 4th houſe, Saturn in the 


5th, Jupiter in the 8th, Luna eclipſed in the 1ioth, and 


Mars and Venus upon the 3d. The Moon ſuffers in her 
own houſe. I am ſorry to ſay I expect ſome detriment to the

and 
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and cuſtoms of thoſe who call themſelves diſciples of the 
adorable Captain of our Salvation. This, ſay they, gives 
youth an opportunity of knowing what otherwiſe, in the 
_ recluſe parts of the kingdom, and ſhut up from general ſo. 
ciety, they moſt probably might never have the advantage 
of looking into; while at the ſame time it convinces them 
of the bleſſings they enjoy in a land of liberty and goſpel 
light, when compared with thoſe of our brethren diſperſed 
in different parts of the terraqueous globe, who ſtill groan 
under the rod of tyranny, or tremble at the menaces of 
prieſicraft. Nor will it I hope be unentertaining to the ſe- 
nior part of my readers, to recall to their memories what 
in the juvenile part of their lives they themſelves have read 
with aſtoniſhment. I propoſe therefore, as far as my an- 
nual performance will permit, to purſue the thread of my 
diſcourſe; and will take my beginning where the firſt-born 
of the human race, and afterwards the firſt fruits of them 
that ſleep, took theirs.

As 14, the ſubje& of the earlieſt hiſtories, the incloſure 
of Paradiſe, and the land of patriarchs, prophets, and an- 
cient heroes; where all the miracles recorded in the facred 
volumes of the Old and New Teſtament were performed;

The 
Monk's way of living is very auſtere and mortified ; and 
the whole people at leaft one half of the year, abſtain from 
animal food and fiſh, ref:aining likewiſe, on every day ſet 
apart for a faſt, from all ſuſtenance until the evening, and 
then only indulge themſelves with bread, roots or herbs. 
Nor even is ſickneſs a ſufficient plea for a diſpenſation, and 
inſtances have been known where the fick have refuſed 
nouriſhment to the abſolute loſs of their lives, Great Be- 


ang! with what a madneſs have the prieſts inſpired thy vo- 
taries, to make them ungratefully refuſe the gracious 
bounties thy hand kindly ſtretcheth forth to the children of 
mortality; to deny by mortifcation the continuance &

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that life thou haſt ent -- ed to their care, and make even 
ici Lotion. | 
TH ig the laſt ſupper they are conformable to the 
Greeb -nurch ; they adminiſter in both kinds, but dip the 
bad in the wine; and to this communion children of two 
or three years old are admitted. The ſolemn feſtiva} of Lent, 
wherein faſting and prayer 1s particularly recommended by 
the church, and the paſſion week, have a form appropri- 
ated for every day; and the holy ſacrament held forth on 
that of the crucifixion to all who repent them truly of their 


former ſins, ſteadfaltly purpoſing to lead a new life, and 


have a lively faith in God's mercy through the merits of 
the Redcemer, is a practice ancient and laudable. But 


here matters rather differ; for during Lent they do not ce- 
lebrate the Lord's ſupper at all; nor does the prieſt ſay 


| maſs in public, but in a part of the church divided by a 
curtain for that purpoſe, where he repeats all the ſervice 
in a low voice, except the goſpel and creed which he re- 
peats aloud. | | | 

The floors of their churches are covered with carpets, 
as the Armenians never enter with their ſhoves on; this I 
apprehend. is in alluſion to the mandate given by God to 
Moſes, viz. Pull thy ſhoes from off thy feet, for the place 
whereon thou ſt andeſt is holy g round. — Their ceremonies of 
»baptiſm, marriage, and burial, 1 purpoſely omit, and pro- 

ceed to ſome of their particular tenets. | 

They deny the diviſion of the divine and human nature 
in the perſon of Chriſt; aſſerting they are united as the 
| foul and body of man. 

They believe that the fouls of the righteous after death 
will remain in a ſtate of reſt till the general judgment, 
without any other ſatisfaction than that which ariſes from 
a conſciouſneſs of a paſt life of virtue, We ſhould from 
hence imagine that they ſuppoſe therefore the ſou!s of the 
wicked would remain with only a horror for their paſt 
_ vices, till the great day of retribution, but herein is our 
miſtake; for they believe the ſouls of wicked men after 
their ſeparation from the body go immediately down to hell. 

Several ſtrange traditions are by them held as articles of 
faith; of which take the following: |

Mary, ber filter Salome charged her with incoatinency ;

viour's crucifixion ; and conceived great hopes that he 


ſhould eſcape the puniſhment he ſo richly deſerved, by be. 
ing in hell at our Saviour's deſcenſion, who he believed 
would ſct free all the ſouls he ſhould find there; but the 
devil, as knowing as Judas, held the ſcoundrel by the heel 
till Cariſt had viſited the dreary manſion, and then let the 
rogue drop in once for all, | | 

Proceed we next to the province of Georgia, a place of 
conſiderable extent, bounded by Circaſſia on the north, by 
Dagheſtan 1 artary on the eaſt, by Turcomania on the 
ſouth, and by the Black Sea on the welt; part ſubje& to 
the Turks, and part to the Perſians. 

The prevailing religion of Georgia is undoubtedly the 
Chriſtian, which the prince of the country is ſaid to pro- 
feſs. But all we at preſent can ſay is, that they build their 
churches in remote places, and on the ſummit of high 
hills and mountains, as it were to be out of the way; that 
they have bells in them to call their congregations toge- 
ther, while they modeſtly content themſelves with viewing 
them at a humble diſtance, | | 

It is further obſcrvable, that here the clergy maintain 
themſelves not y the living but by the dead; for at the 
death of a Georgian, the biſhop demands one hundred 
crowns for performing the funeral rites ; which exorbitant 
demand muſt be ſatisfied, although the wife and children 
ſhouid be fold to diſcharge it, which 1s too often the caſe. 
But the fee being received, he very generouſly lays a letter 
on the breaſt of the deceaſed, requiring St. Peter to admit 
his ſoul to the manſions of eternal bliſs; 

Mingrelia, which was anciently called Colchis, is bound- 
ed on the eaſt by mount Caacaſus, and the kingdom of 
Imarecta, on the ſouth by part of the province of Georgia, 
ON tue welt by the Black Sea, and on the north by Circaſſia. 

The Mingrelians, though they profeſs Chriſtianity, 
maintarn the lawfulneſs of having a number of wives, on 


Principles of intereſt; and aſſert that a numerous offspring 
is 
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a blefling, becauſe the ſale of their children furniſhes 
hem with articles both of convenience and luxury. But 
f their progeny increaſes beyond their ſale, they murder 
he young brood without remorſe. With as little cere- 
nony do they diſpatch the aged, and the ſick, when they 
re ſuppoſed to be paſt recovery. 

The Mingtelians maintain that the Ap-ftle Andrew 
preached the goſpe] here ; and there 1s ſtill a cathedral 
zuilt of ſtone, and adorned with croſſes and images enrich- 
ed with jewels. However, when or where they received 
he light of the goſpel, little boots it at tns time, being 
now totally darkened in 1gnorance, irreverence, ſuper- 
tition, and bigottry. Their chief prieſt, ca led Catho- 
icos, raiſes money by the ſale of the children of the 
wretched dependents, and by viſitations of the dioceſes 
in his juriſdiction ; charging ſix hundred crowns for the 
conſecration of a biſhop, and one hundred crowns for ſay- 
ing maſs at the ordination of a common prieſt. Theſe in 
their turn plunder the people committed to their care by 
oppreſſion; ſelling their wives and children to ſlavery, and 
practiſing all kinds of wickedneſs, while at the ſame time 
they are ſo horribly ignorant, that they can ſcarce perform 
the offices of the church, nor do they attempt to p;each 
or inſtru the people; but abſtaining from fleſh with great 
perſeverance, ſeem to include all the exerciſes of religion 
in that ſingle article. Laſtly, their prayers are addreſſed 1 
to the ſupreme Being through the medium of the images | 
and idols of their own making, by whoſe intereſt with the | 
Supreme Arbiter of all, they hope to obtain bleſſings for 
themſelves, and diſtreſs, ruin, and damnation for thoſe 
with whom they are at variance. 5 | 

But as this preſent performance will admit no further 
upon this ſubject, I ſhall conclude with that excellent de- 
ſcription of a depraved clergy, given by Milton in his 
beautiful Monody called Lycidas, where he well deſcribes 
them in the following lines : |
